Sheeley’a attorney has notified the 
justice that the defendant Rill ap­ 
pear voluntarily before him on 
Monday to arrange for bail.

Only four witnesses were called 
tefore the jury at the coroner s 
inquest at the court house Fri­ 
day afternoon.

Skid marks showed the Sowers 
car had braked for 90 feet before 
its right front hit the left rear of 
the Sheeley auto. Peterson said. 
The Sowers car then crossed the 
highway and 75 feet farther on 
collided almost head-on with a 
southbound auto operated by Mrs. 
Merle Keilholtz, Emmitsburg.

But he said he wants 
to talk with legislative and polit­ 
ical leaders of both parties in Ha 
waii before issuing his primary 
proclamation 
Quinn, a Republican, who said 
last month he wrmld run for the 
first elected governor of the new 
alate, said today this is not the 
time to talk about that. 
He told reporters there Is a 
strong twx>-party system in Ha­ 
waii and perhaps it would vote 
some!bing like a border state in 
the continental United States He 
added that Hawaii could swing 51 
or 52 per cent, either Republican 
or Democratic. 
Quinn said that in the primary 
rierfion the people of Hawaii will 
be asked to vote on this question: 
"Do the people warn to become 
a state?”

Cincinnati, fifth ranked, Mich­ 
igan State, No. 7, an^ West Vir­ 
ginia, No. IO, just managed to 
squeeze into tonight’s regional 
finals. In contrast, Kansas State, 
St. Mary’s, Calif, and California 
won in a breeze.

Speci­ 
mens should be submitted in dis 
posable containers (feed sacks or 
cardboard boxes) for once sub­ 
mitted. neither birds or containers 
are allowed to leave the labora­ 
tory. This helps prevent contami­ 
nation and spread of infectious 
disease 
Owners of all submitted cases 
receive official laboratory reports 
as soon as possible. This may take 
four or more days if bacterial or 
viral Isolations are necessary. 
Proper use of these diagnostic 
laboratories is a cheap health 
service;

treatments are costly and seldom 
satisfactory. 
Bees Need Feeding 
Keep a dane watch on bees for 
signs of starvation, because in

Feed Inside Hive 
It is best to feed the syrup 
inside the hive at this time of 
year. Use a five-pound friction- 
top pail which has a half dozen 
small holes in the lid 'use the 
top of a 4-penny nail to make the 
holes). Invert the can over the 
inner cover hole and protect it 
with an extra super and lid. 
Sugar syrup can be fed when the 
weather is about 50 degrees F. 
Feed colonies needed for pollina­ 
tion in early March to encourage 
the brood rearing needed to build 
strong colonies which will do a 
good job. Bees used only for 
honey production need not be 
stimulated quite so early since 
the colony should not reach its 
peak strength until early June in 
most areas. 
Weak colonies may be saved 
by uniting each of them with a 
colony of moderate strength as 
soon as weather permits regular 
soon as weather permits regu 
lar flight. Check colonies when 
weather 
permits 
(temperature 
over 55 degrees), clean out any 
dead colonies, and close to pre­ 
vent mouse damage and robbing. 
Destroy any colony in which dis­ 
ease is discovered.

Heres 
Hie Answer

QUESTION: I plan on making 
a concrete walk this spring. Is it 
necessary to put down some kind 
of special base under the con­ 
crete? And will a concrete thick­ 
ness of 4 inches be sufficient? 
ANSWER; Generally, it is bet­ 
ter to provide a base of 5 inches 
of gravel, crushed rock or cin­ 
ders for the concrete. But where 
the soil is an area which usually 
drains off well, the walk can be 
laid right into the earth, com­ 
pacted thoroughly until it is very’ 
firm. Four inches of concrete will 
make a strong walk. It must be 
an inch or two thicker where 
crossed by automobiles. 
QUESTION: You recently had 
a story about finishing fir plywood 
a mahogany color. I now plan to 


engage in a plywood project. I 
have never worked with this ma­ 
terial in the past. Will I be able 
to cut it properly with a hand saw, 
as I do not have a power saw? 
ANSWER! Cutting plywood with 
a hand saw takes a lot more el- 
| j bow greese than with a power 
saw, but that is, of course, true 
w’ith any kind of wood. The im­ 
portant thing about cutting ply­ 
wood with a hand saw is to keep 
the good side facing up when do­ 
ing the cutting. Also, do not hold 
the saw at too sharp an angle 
It should be held at a lower angle 
than ordinarily. Since you will be 
cutting through several layer* of 
wood, with the grains running in 
different directions, it is espe­ 
cially vital that a sharp saw be 
used. 
QUESTION: 
In driving nails 
through furring strips into studs, 
how long should the nails be? 
ANSWER: This has been used 
as a rule-of-thumb for a long 
time: a nail should be three times 
as long as tile width of tlie first 
piece of wood through which it is 
driven. Obviously, this can not be 
followed in all cases, but where 
it can it should.

He now charges Kassem with 
opening Baghdad to the Commu 
nists and with aiming eventually 
to bring the whole Arab world un­ 
der Communist rule.

Moreover. Kassem has dearly

To add insult to injury, Kassem 
publicly accused Nasser of fo­ 
menting the trouble and kicked 
out Egyptian embassy personnel.

good religious. The hour of his 
death came, and they found him 
in great joy. 
" I Am Full Of Joy" 
“Anastasius r e p r o v e d him: 
‘How can a monk who has taken 
life so easily be so cheerful at this 
hour?’ The monk replied: ’Be not 
astonished. Father; tile Lord has 
sent me an angel to tell me that 
I am saved because I have ac­ 
complished His word: Judge not, 
and you shall not be judged; for­ 
give, and you shall be forgiven 
(Luke vi. 37'. And though it is 
true that I have not been so faith­ 
ful to the exercises of the com­ 
munity, partly through negligence, 
partly through my want of health, 
yet I suffered them to illtreat 
me and forgave them from my 
heart and judged them not, but 
rather excused what they did or 
said; for this I am full of joy.’ ” 
The monk in the story was not, 
presumably, a saint. 
He 
was, 
however, just as presumably, a 
very good and solid religious. In 
any case, be was utterly discern­ 
ing. He saw’ and he practiced the 
very essence of Christianity. This 
is the tribute that Father Rodri­ 
guez has paid him. 
We may put it in another way, 
as does a contemporary Catholic 
theologian. 
“ Union 
with 
God, 
union with Christ, union with all 
men in Christ and in God, that 
is the essential, and in a certain 
sense, the whole thing. The first, 
the unique precept even, is to 
love God and the neighbor. And 
also, since God is not accessible 
except through the humanity of 
Christ, and since the humanity 
of Christ is no longer visible here 
below except in men, the center 
of all spiritual doctcrine and the 
great means of sanctification is 
lo\e of the neighbor, zeal for 
souls ” 
One Great Commandment 
Almighty God could have saved 
us without athing His Divine Son 
to become Man — but He did 
jask Him. God could have dealt 
! with us in all things, directly. 
I but He chose to act differently. 
I He chose men as His representa­ 
tives and instruments. God could

Later this second great com­ 
mandment was transformed into 
I a new commandment. Our Lord 
Himself instituted h — “ A new 
commandment I give unto you. 
that you love one another as I 
have loved you" (John xiii. 34). 
No wonder that He gave such a 
commandment. By the Incarna 
lion. our Lord united Himself so 
closely to His followers that He 
and they were to be one. “That 
they may be one as Thou. Father, j 
in Me and I in Thee' 
(John 
xvii, 21*. They were to lie Christ 
Himself. 
Profound, 
mysterious 
truth, yet simple and clear to 
those w’ho haw lived it. 
“Song In His Heart" 
The monk in the story of F a­ 
ther Rodriguez saw it, perhaps 
imperfectly, but he did see it and 
lived it. Therefore he died with a 
song in his heart. The saints have 
seen it, lived it, steadfastly, he 
royally. That is how they became 
saints. 
The saint is always an idealist 
He is also always and equally 
a realist. On what it takes to make 
a saint he has no illusions—least 
of all on the subject of fraternal 
charity. A lot of pious froth can 
go by the name of fraternal char­ 
ity, but to the saint, froth is froth, 
Our Lord 
said, unmistakably 
and frequently, that His brethren 
are Himself, not merely like Him

Every single 
member of our I^ord is our Lord 
Himself. Such a doctrine makes 
enormous demands, at times in­ 
flicts deep pain, but the soul which 
lives it grows steadily in wisdom, 
grace and love, till the day when 
that soul will hear the words of 
his Lord, “ As long as you did it 
to OIH1 of these my least brethren 
you 
did 
it 
unto 
Me” 
(Matt, 
xxv. 40*. 
Instinctively the 
saint 
knows 
that such a spiritual program tie- 
fore God is everything—not Dial 
no other virtues exist, but in this 
sense:—he who lives this program 
to the fullest will live all the 
other virtues as well. “ He who 


our Lord. She knew exactly what 
they meant. Her last deathbed 
instruction given to her Daugh­ 
ters is revealing. “ My dear Sis­ 
ters,” she said to them, “take 
great care to serve God in the 
way He asks of you. Take great 
care to serve the poor faithfully 
and, above all, endeavor to live 
happily together, in great union 
and cordiality, loving one another 
in imitation of the union and life 
of our Ixird.” The words of Saint 
Louise “in imitation of 
the un­ 
ion and life of our Lord” show 
her appreciation of the doctrine; 
her words “take great care to 
serve the 
poor faithfully and, 
above all, endeavor to live hap­ 
pily together, in great union and 
cordiality” prove that she weighed 
well the conclusions of the doc­ 
trine. 
At the risk of oversimplifying, 
we can say that this is the life 
of Saint Louise and the message 
of lier sanctity. Our neighbor is 
our Lord. If so, He must be per­ 
sonally served, helped and. be­ 
tone all, loved. With the doctrine 
before her eyes, with no less a 
guide and example than Saint Vin­ 
cent de Paul, Saint Louise offered 
her life and laid it down in the 
personal service of her neighbor

Caiaphas. who 
feared that Jesus and 
His 
t e a c h i n g s threatened the 
power of the priests and the 
temple, was delighted. It was 
his design that Jesus be tried 
and convicted by the San- 
hedrin — the supreme court 
of the Jews — as a false 
prophet, the death sentence to 
be passed on by the Roman 
procurator. 


Meanwhile,* Jesus and His 
followers leave the dining hall 


and walk out into the quiet 
night. They make their way 
to the Garden of Gethsemane. 
There Judas, leading a band 
of Roman soldiers and temple 
guards, accomplishes his be­ 
trayal. Jesus is taken before 
a hastily summoned meeting 
of the Sanhedrin, who pass a 
preliminary

and turn Him over to the 


guards, who beat and mock 
Him. When Jesus is brought 
before the Sanhedrin for for­ 
mal sentencing, He is almost 
unrecognizable.

“ All A Mistake" 


“ What does that matter to us?” 
said the ranking one among them. 
“ That is your worry." 
Judas’ mouth opened to emit 
sound, then it closed. The shock 
of their words was beyond bear­ 
ing. Didn’t they understand? The 
whole bargain was a mistake. He 
tried again to speak to them, but 
they had resumed their conversa­ 
tion. 
He realized then 
what their 
words meant: The entire matter 
was out of their hands. They pro­ 
posed to do nothing to save Jesus, 
and if Judas had. as he protested, 
betrayed innocent blood, then it 
was his crime, not theirs. 
Judas stood indecisively a mo­ 
ment, wild-eyed, staring at the 
priests. Then he made a resolve. 
He would nullify the agreement 
by returning the money. 


Cast* Coins Away 


He reached into his garment 
and untied the long leather strings 
around 
his money 
apron, and 
pulled it out. The priests paused 
in speech to watch him. Nervous­ 
ly, Judas counted out thirty silver 
coins, and with an oath cast them 
to the floor. 
Then he turned, apron in hand, 
leather 
strings

Landmarks At St. Joseph 
College Lure Visitors 


Th# landmarks, religious and 
historic, on the campus of Saint 
Joseph College are familiar to 
thousands of alumnae and friends 
of the school. Many of the grad­ 
uates return time and again to 
renew their spiritual interest and 
to be edified at the shrines. 
Among the most popular land­ 
mark* are the following: 


The Stone House 


Known for decades as the "old 
Fleming farmhouse,” it was un­ 
inhabitable when 
Mother Seton 
and her companions arrived here 
June 22, 1809. For the following 
fix weeks they stayed in a log 
cabin on the mountainside until 
repairs 
were 
made. 
The 
frail 
structure was still inadequate for 
winter protection, and two cart­ 
loads of snow were at one time 
shoveled from the upper dormi­ 
tory rooms. The Sisters became 
ill; Harriet Seton, a convert (rf a 
few months to the Catholic Faith, 
died here three days before the 
first Christmas spent in the Val­ 
ley. Sixteen persons occupied this 
dwelling until February IO, 1810, 
when, with the approval of Bishop 
CarroJl, 
they 
removed 
to 
the 
"White House,” just completed. 
The Stone House, once an ugly 
yellow, has since been renovated 
into the present picturesque struc­ 
ture. 


The White House 
Marching 
in procession from 
the Stone House while their di­ 
rector, Father Dubois, led the 
way wkh the Blessed Sacrament, 
the 
Sisters

House February IO, 1810. Made of 
logs and later covered with clap­ 
boards, this structure became the 
first school of the American pa­ 
rochial school system. This build­ 
ing in which Mother Seton lived 
eleven 
years, 
until 
her 
death 
Jan. 4 , 1821, has also been called 
"the small acorn which grew in­ 
to a giant oak,” now' numbering 
more than 600 institutions of Sis­ 
ters of Chanty in North America 
The White House has twice been 
moved. It was first located in the 
courtyard in front of the present 
chapel, but was removed in 1845 
to 
give 
place 
for 
the Gothic 
Building. The granite slab on the 
sidewalk between the rose per­ 
gola and the “Smoke Tree” was

Our Lady O f 
Lourdes Chapel 


Erected in 1878 as a gift from 
Mr. Michael O'Brien of New York, 
brother 
of 
Sister 
Madeleine 
O’Brien and a relative of the Goli- 
bart family, the interior presents 
a replica of the Rock of Messa- 
bielle in the Pyrenees where on 
February ll, 1858, the Blessed 
Virgin appeared in the first of 
eighteen apparitions to the peas­ 
ant child, Bernadette Soubirous, 
now Saint Bernadette. 


St. Vincent 
de Paul Hall 
Erected in 1926 (inset below). 
Generally 
called 
“St. 
Vincent 
Building,” it is the main build­ 
ing of the college, opening upon 
a court which leads to the Avenue. 
St. Joseph’s main approach. It 
includes the administrative offi­ 
ces, lecture halls, journalism de­ 
partment, alumnae office, book­ 
shop and an auditorium with a 
seating capacity of 1.200. Adjoin­ 
ing St. Vincent’s Hall are Seton 
and Marillac residence halls for 
students. 


The Chapel 
From 
the side door 
of 
the 
White House in its first location, 
the Sisters had only a few steps 
to this chapel, completed in 1841. 
The stone steps now mark the 
exact 
position 
of 
the 
original 
White 
House 
sanctuary 
where 
many prelates celebrated Mass. 
The room in which Mother Seton 
died was then located in the place 
now 
occupied 
by 
the 
Gothic 
heptagonal room at the right in 
the picture. The church corner­ 
stone was laid on the Feast of 
St. Joseph, March 19, 1839. The 
dedication took place May 6, 1841, 
In the description of the dedica­ 
tion, Father White relates: “In 
the van of the procession ap­ 
peared the young ladies of the 
academy; 
160 
in 
number, 
all 
dressed in white with veils of the 
same color.” Like the buildings 
which predominate in Florence, 
the church architecture is Tuscan- 
Roman in origin and plain in 
style. A singular coincidence is 
connected with the chapel bell.

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Mother Seton Started Pioneer Parochial School 
On Washington's Birthday, February 22, 1810 


Ttiia year — as they have for 
many years — American chil­ 
dren enjoyed a school holiday in 
honor of the birth date of the 
“ Father of our C o u n try G eo rg e 
Washington. 
For almost 6.000.000 Catholic 
parochial school students, Febru­ 
ary 22 represents a double holi­ 
day In addition to their respect 
for their patriot-President, there 
is reverence and prayerful recog­ 
nition of a nioiw r of the Pa­ 
rochial 
School 
System, 
Mother 
Elizabeth Ann Seton. It was on 
George 
Washington’s 
birthday, 
February 22. 1810, that Mother 
Seton opened the door of a Catho­ 
lic school which was to tie estab­ 
lished as one of the first such 
institutions to fulfill all phases of 
the 
definition 
of 
a 
parochial 
school, 
as 
we understand the 
term today.

On that date, in 1810. twenty 
children of the parish of Em­ 
mitsburg flocked to the school— 
no one was turned away.

Here was a 
Catholic school whose design for 
free education was to be repro­ 
duced by the Sisters hundreds of 
times throughout the country. 
Mother Seton laid a founda­ 
tion of the American 
Catholic 
Parochial School system — mn 
in the ideal form ami administra­ 
tion which exists today — but, 
nevertheless, 
she 
pioneered 
a 
pattern which was to progress 
from a humble total of twenty 
students into the gigantic propor­ 
tions of it* present-day 6.000,000 
enrollment.

Priest s Letter Reveals 
How Sisters Went To Aid 
Wounded At Gettysburg 


A few days after the Battle 
cf Gettysburg, the Very Rev. 
J a m e s Francis Burlando, 
CM., 
administrator of 
the 
Community of the Daughters 
o f Charity, at the Central 
House in Emmitsburg, wrote 
a detailed letter to one of his 
reverend colleagues in Mary­ 
land. It was written while 
the echoes 
of the famous 
fight were still fresh. 
It follows in full: 


Emmittsburg, July 8, 1863, 
Rev. and Dear Sir- 
— You 
have been informed without doubt 
by the papers that we have been 
visited 
by 
the 
Army 
of

Potomac, and that very near us 
has been fought a terrible battle, 
the most Woody since the seces­ 
sion. St. Joseph has well taken 
care of his house, and St. Vincent 
of his daughters; we have not 
been troubled, or at least we 
have escaped with the slight loss 
of a little forage and some wooden 
palings, which have served for 
the wants of a portion of the 
army. 
"Completely Surrounded" 
The evening of the 27th of June 
the troops commenced to appear 
upon a small hill a little distance 
from St. Joseph’s. Regiment after 
regiment, division after division, 
ail advanced with artillery and 
cavalry, and taking possession of 
all the heights encamped in order 
of battle. The 28th. 29th and 30th 
ww were completely surrounded

On Monday this portion of the 
army departed, and was replaced 
by another not less numerous, 
which ranged itself in line of 
battle as the first. A colonel of 
artillery.

other officers quartered in the 
orphanage; he also visited the 
Institution. The Sisters distribut­ 
ed bread, milk and coffee. 
On the 1st of July the battle 
commenced

seven, miles 
from 
Emmittsburg.

booming of the cannon announced 
that God was punishing the in­ 
iquities of man our Sisters were 
in church praying and imploring 
mercy for all mankind. 
Ruins Of Battle 
On Sunday I accompanied eight 
Sisters bearing medicamejrts and 
provisions for the wounded. At 
the distance of six 
miles 
we 
were stopped by a barricade, and 
at 
about three hundred yards 
there was another to intercept 
all communication. At the second 
was 
stationed 
a 
company 
of 
Federal soldiers, who perceived^ 
from afar. I descended from the 
carriage, 
and 
raising a 
white 
handkerchief advanced to the sec­ 
ond barricade, 
and 
announced 
the purpose of our errand. 
Immediately 
several 
soldiers 
were sent to open the way, and 
the two vehicles continued their 
route without danger. At some 
distance we found ourselves again 
in 
face of 
another 
barricade, 
which compelled us to make a 
long circuit. Behold us at last 
upon the scenes of combat —, 
what a frightful spectacle! Ruins,Is Informative 
of burned houses: the dead of 
both armies lying here and there; 
numbers of dead horses: thou- 


sions, coverings, hats, habiliments 
of all color covered the fields 
and the road. 


"A void Dead Bodies" 
We made circuits to avoid pass­ 
ing over dead bodies: 
horses, 
terrified, recoiled or .sprang from 
one side to the other. The further 
we advanced the mort abundant 
were the evidences presented of 
a 
terrible 
combat, 
and 
tears 
could not be restrained in the 
presence of these objects of hor­ 
ror. At last we halted in the vil­ 
lage of Gettysburg. There was 
found a good portion of the Fed­ 
eral army in possession of the 
field of battle. 
The inhabitants had but just 
issued from the cellars wherein 
they had sought safety (bring the 
engagement. 
Terror 
was 
still 
painted upon their countenance. 
Al1 was in confusion, each temple, 
each house, the Catholic church, 
the Court House, the Protestant 
Seminary were filled with wound­ 
ed, and still there were many 
thousands extended upon the field 
of battle nearly without succor. 
I placed two of our Sisters in 
each one of the three largest im­ 
provised hospitals, offered some 
further consolations to the wound­ 
ed 
and 
then 
returned 
to St. 
Joseph's. 
R ecti vs Previsions 
The next day I started with 
more Sisters and 
a 
reinforce­ 
ment 
of provisions. 
Meanwhile 
provisions had been sent by the 
Government, and the poor wound­ 
ed succored, and the inhabitants 
having recovered from their ter­ 
ror 
have 
given 
assistance 
to 
thousands of suffering and dying 
Eleven 
Sisters 
were 
now em­ 
ployed in this town transformed 
into a hospital. We shall send 
some Sisters and necessaries to­ 
morrow 
if 
possible^ Whilst 
I 
write you the sound of cannon­ 
ading re-echoes from the South­ 
west, where another engagement 
takes place. My God, when will 
you give peace to our unhappy 
country?
